WARN GERMANY 


Berlin Must Not Post- 
pone Payments on Dawes 
and Young Plans, Na- 
tions Officially Declare. 


and British warnings against any Ger- 
man plan to postpone payments on 
the Dawes and Young loans startled 
the German foreign office today as 
representatives of foreign bondholders 
conferred with reichsbank officials re- 
garding service on medium and long- 
term German obligations. 


The British ambassador told For- 


eign Minister Von Neurath that a 
“grave view“ would be taken of any 
moratorium on the post-war Dawes 
and Young loans, and the French en- 
voy was close behind with similar 
representations. 

The American embassy, however. 
said no instructions had been received 
from Washington on this point, al- 
though Americans hold more of these 
obligations than any other nation. 

A German foreign office spokesman 
said the British and French communi- 
cations were given due attention and 
called them in keeping with previous 
efforts to the two countries to pro- 
tect “Meir preferential treatment.” 

American, British, French, Dutch

warned Germany against cutting off 
interest payments on these issues. 

The British government would take 
a “grave view” of placing a mora- 
torium on these loans it was learned 
officially today as reichsbank officials 
and foreign bondholders’ representa- 
tives met in Berlin to thresh out the 
problem of medium-and long-term 
credit transfers. 

The warning was communicated ver- 
bally by Sir Eric Phipps, British am- 
bassedor in Berlin, to Baron Konstan- 
tin Von Neurath, the German foreign 
minister.

A jury in District of Columbia su- 
preme court today found Bishop 


James Cannon Jr. and Ada L. Bur- 


roughs innoeent of any attempt to 
conceal campaign contributions in 
1928. 

After three hours of deliberations, 
during which the jury took four bal- 
lots, it brought to the bishop, sitting 


tensely forward ‘on the edge of his 
chair, and Miss Burroughs, standing 
stiffly grasping a table, an acquittal 
on both counts. of the indictment 
against them. 

On the first ballot, the jury voted 
nine innocent, one guilty of wilfully 
violating the corrupt practices act and 
two unwilfully but unlawfully violat- 
ing. The second ballot found ten vot- 
ing to acquit and two that the funds 
were unwilfully not reported. The 
third ballot was eleven to one for ac- 


quittal. 
Involved Gifts. 
The charges inyolved money given 
Cannon by Edwin C. Jameson, 
a New York insurance eee for 
use in thé campaign in Virginia and 
other southern states against Alfred 
E. Smith. 

As his friends and newspapermen 
crowded about his chair in the court- 
room, the bishop waved aside imme- 
diate comment. He said that later 
“after I take a nap” he would have 
a statement. 

Miss Burroughs, too, preferred to 
remain silent, but she smiled when 
women pushed through the crowd to 
shake her hand or touch her arm and 
congratulate her. 

There was little demonstration at 
the verdict. A few handclaps rippled 
through the hum of voices, but sharp 
shouts of “quiet” from marshals halt- 
ed this. 

Bishop Cannon said he would leave 
immediately for a conference of Meth- 
odist Episcopal, bishops at Jackson, 
Mississippi. 

A woman spectator, Ada Pairecy, of 
Parkersburg, W. Va., fought her way 
through the crowd surrounding the 
bishop to exclaim: 

“Hug Away. 

“Bishop, I said 147 ts you if you 
were acquitted.” 

“Hug away,” the bishop said smil- 


She did. 

“We still love you, we know you're 
not a criminal,” she said. It is a vie- 
tory for Protestantism.” 

The courtroom, the seating capacity 
of which had been crow through- 
out the trial, was jammed with stand- 
ing spectators when Justice Peyton 
Gordon ascended to the bench, a mo- 
ment before the first of the jurors 
began filing in.

A life-long republican who believes 
that Democratic President Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt is the “greatest per- 
son we have ever had in the White 
House” Friday night told an audience 
of Atlantans at Wesley Memorial au- 
ditorium, in urging the restoration of 
faith in mankind, that “I would not 
worskip God if I believed that 95 per 
cent of the people he created were 
crooks.”

WASHINGTON, April 27-—)—A 
discouraging report on world disarm- 
ament was given President ‘Roosevelt 
today by Norman H. Davis, chief 
American delegate to the disarmament 
conference, at a meeting at the white 
house which was also : ttended by Sec- 
retary Hull. 

Davis, who bas just returned from 
Europe, wheer he conferred with. Sir 
John Simon, British foreign minister, 
and other European officials especial- 
ly interested in disarmament questions, 
told reporters after the meeting that 
he had no immediate plans for return- 
ing to Geneva. 

Whether he would attend the next 
disarmament conference meeting called 
for Géneva on May 29, he said, would 
depend on developments during the 
next few weeks. 

The president, Hull, and Davis, all 
refrained from any official comment 
on the meeting, but it was learned 
from authoritative sources. that the 
ambassador-at-large had presented a 
dark weg of the present European 
situation for the president. 


Despite numerous attempts to ar- 


rive at an understanding through a se- 
ries of bi-lateral conferences, the Eu- 
ropean nations have been unable to 
come even close to agreement on redue- 
tion of armaments, and Davis, it is 
«aid, sees little hope for improvement 
in the immediate future. 

Davis is convinced, authoritative 
sources revealed, that the people of 
Great Britain, France, Germany, Italy 
and other European nations do not 
want war, but that remains almost the 
only bright spot inthe entire European 
disarmament problem.

PROH! LAW REPEAL 
URGED IN BULLOCH 


Grand Jury Favors 
Strict Regulation of 
Liquor Traffie. 


STATESBORO, Ga., April 27.—() 
The Bulloch county grand jury has 
asked local legislative representatives 
to work for repeal of the state’s pro- 
hibition laws. 

In its presentments to Judge Wil- 
liam Woodrum the grand jury in- 
cluded the following reference to pro- 
hibition : 

“Realizing the impracticability of 
and evils that exist by reason of our 
present prohibition laws, we favor 
the repeal of these laws and the 
passage of laws legalizing and _ strict- 
ly regulating the traffic in alcoholic 
liquors, with a view to creating reve- 
nue for the state and counties, to de- 
erease the ad valorem tax burden, and 
to promote temperance, which the 
present prohibition laws have failed 
to do, and we ask that our representa- 
tives work to this end,” 

Precautions were recommended 
against the spread of the screw worm, 
which, the report said, was prevalent 
in near by counties.

New Federal Rule Aids 

Small Security Issues 

WASHINGTON, April 27.00. 
In an effort to meet one of the prin- 
cipal criticisms against the securities 
act, the trade commission today issued 
rules designed to ease the floating of 
small issues. 


The rule, applying to all issues un- 
der $100,000, removes previous re- 


k quirements that the issue be sold for 


cash, that the stock be sold in units of 
at least $100, and that underwriting 


expenses be limited to 10 per cent. 

The commission said: The net ef- 
fect of the new rule is to exempt any 
stocks issued for an aggregate amount 
of not over $100,000 if the total net 
proceeds of all securities issued by the 
same issuer within the preceding year, 
including the issue in questicn, does 
not exceed $100,000 subject to certain 
conditions.” 

The rule follows complaints of min- 
ing and other. interests that the secu- 
rities act hampered their operations.

portant—whites have learned about 
the customs of certain tribes, and are 
very careful about going into regions 
where they would danger. I 
have heard of no case for many years 
of u white person being eaten by a 
cannibal in Africa. . 

Once it was the custom for human 
flesh to be sold in west-central Af- 
rica, but this has been ended. It is 
believed that a certain amount of 
cannibalism still goes on among 4 
few tribes in central Africa; but, if 
so, it is small compared with former 
times.

Any form of cannibalism is hor- 
rible but it is some relief to know 
that the victims have been, in large 
part, those who were killed in battle 
and those who died natural deaths.

The claim that they 
strike people only to defend them- 
selves may be true; but that is no 
guarantee’ that you will not walk 
near one of them and make it believe 
that it is “defending” when it strikes.

They put a fellow 
in the ring, give-him a shot weighing 16 pounds, and let him 
toss it. There can be no mechanical aids to that. It is a mat- 
ter of fine co-ordination, timing and power. There aré no im- 


proved watches, tracks or what not involved. The tape they

In 1876 one H. E. Buermeyer, of the New Tore 
Athletic Club, established the world’s record for the 
shot put at 32 feet 5 inches. 

Ten years later it was set at 42 feet 11-4 inches. Ten 
more years passed and the boys were tossing the 16-pound 
shot 42 feet 7 3-4 inches. Ten more years and it had crawled 
up to something better than 46 feet. 

Ralph Rose, the great old Olympic team weight 
star, was the first man to toss it 50 feet. But he was 
never able to do so again. 

The world’s record was 53 feet 1 1-2 inches. That is, it 
was until yesterday. Jack Torrance, the 275-pound giant from 
Baton Rouge, tossed the shot 55 feet 11 1-2 inches. He may 
better that today.

Torrance also led the qualifiers in 
the discuss throw with a long sail of 
150.9 feet. 


RECORDS FALL. 

The two-day carnival saw two Drake 
relay records broken and another tied 
as 3,000 athletes from 110 universi- 
ties, colleges and high schools, opened 
the competition. 

The opening day crowd was the 
greatest in history.
